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Introduction 

With respect to the number of species Trombidiidtie 
Ix'ach, 1815 sensu Welbourn (1091), constitute the second 
family among Trombidioidea. Welbourn (1991) excluded 
from Trombidiidae five of the subfamilies previously 
assigned heiv. In consequence the family comprises three 
subfamilies: Trombidiinae Ix^ach, 1815, Allothrombiinae 
Th(»r, 1985 and Podothrombiinae Thor, 1985. 

iiie actual number of species assigned to 
Frombidiidae is artificially overstated; this is caused by 
independent descriptions of larvae and postlarvni forms 
resulting from heteromorphic character of preimaginal 
instars. 

All the genera and nominal species classified in 
Trombidiidae have lK‘en included in the Catalogue. It has 
been based on specimens from museum collections, 
material accumulated by me, and on original descriptions 
of all the taxa considered. The examined type material 
includes specimens from the collections of Berlese 
(Istituto Sperimentale per la Zoologia Agraria, Plrenze, 
Italy), Oudemans (Nationaal Natuurhistorisch Museum, 
Leiden, The Netherlands) and Schw'eizer (Natural 
History Museum, Ba.sel, Switzerland). I have also exam¬ 
ined types of the taxa described by Haitlinger and includ¬ 
ed types of my owm species. Also species of doubtful 
generic placement, when the information in the descrip¬ 
tion was insufficient to solve the problem, have been 
included. Genera and species-group taxa are listed in 
alphabetical order within subfamilies. Symbols of stages 
from which a species is known are given in brackets. 
Wlien the de.scriptions contain no precise information on 
whether the specimens wnre deutonymphs (DN) or adults 
(AD), only their appurtenance to postlarval stage 
(POSTLV') is indicated. Papers listed under each taxon 
are those containing original descriptions, new combina¬ 
tions (changed status), the best redescriptions, papers 
including descriptions of previously unknown stages or
